This entailed the expenditure 
of the time and money a‘ Macao 
to convince the consul that the 
bags were for the legitimate use 
of Macao trade and not for un- 
friendly hands or transhipment to 
aka The consul, how- 
ever, reduced the quantity fron 
30,000 to 10,000 and icued’s Con- 
sular Recommendation, 


We approached the Controller 
of Trade and he told us only then 
that the maximum quantity 
wowed per month was not to 
exceed a thorsand bags. We felt 
ourselves severely taxed by the 
curtailment from 30,000 to 10,000 
and from 10,000 to a m€re 1,000. 
However, ‘in order to Prove to 
Macao clients” that we were 
doing our best we agreed to 
accept to ship a thousand only 
and we concurrently retained 
lawyers to stand witness that we 
had endeavoured by every pos- 
sible means *v ship the most. 


To our consternation and sur- 
prise we again heard from the 
Controller of Trade that even for 
shipment of 1,000 it was subject 
to his consideration whe'her to 
approve or to forbid shioment. 
If we could have been informed 
from the commencement in 
straight and explicit manner we 
would have been spared all these 
disappointments. 


Now for the past two weeks 
our lawyars have been in con- 
stant touch with the Controller of 
Trade asking for a quicker “yes” 
or “no’’ instead of keeping us in! 
suspense indefinitely. Until to-; 
day we have had no answer,

Government officials _ should 
realise that their salaries are sure 
things besides their liberal home

SQUADRON’S NEW 
DESERT HOME 


The R.A.F. in the Middle East 
continues to break records. The 
latest is that of a Squadron 
which moved its station nearly 
300 miles in three days. 

Moving a squadron in the 
desert is no easy ‘task. First of 
all the Squathon Commander. 
having received orders to go 
forward, makes a reconnaissance 
to’ choose the most suitable land- 
ing ground for his reaniremente 
There are many details to be 
considered—accessibility, dimen- 
sions, water supply, vulnerability 
and other technical points. 

Then the Medical Officer flies 
to the new site and tests the 
water —- that is, if there is any 
water to test — and decides upon 
the place where he will establish 
his sick bay. Next comes the 
adminjstration staff. This is 
inatalled and a telephone wire is 
aid. 

The surface of the Janding 
ground is inspected. and the bulk 
of the men follow in lorries, cars 
and in any other vehicles avail- 
able, Petrol supplies and food 
are transported and maintenance 
specialists arrive, so that when 
the aircraft come they can go 
into. act‘on immediately. 

In the case of the Squadron 
which moved 300 miles, the 
change was made without any 
interference with normal duties.

There is every prospect of 
Australia offering a seriops threat 
to the United States’ 
Swimming in the neat future as 
several youths “Down Under” are 
showing great promise.

Button was unbeaten at 100.

Accordingly I was asked to, 
effect urrangements for the des- 
patch and I learnt that the Con- 
troNer of Trade would grant per- 
mits after the consideration 
favourably of recommendations 
from H.B, Majesty’s Consul there, 


This entailed the expenditure 
of the time and money a! Macao 
to convince the consu] that the 
bags were for the legitimate use| 
of Macao trade and not for ane 
friendly hands or transhipment to 
Indo-China, The consul, how- 
ever, reduced the quantity from 
50,000 to 10,000 and issued a Con- 
sular Recommendation, 


We approached the Controller 
of Trade and he told us only then 
that the maximum quantity 
illowed per month was not. to 
exceed a thousand bags. We felt 
ourselves severely taxed by the! 
curtailment from 30,000 to 10,000 
and from 10,000 to a mere 1,000. 
However, in order to prove — to 
Macao clients that we were 
doing our best we agreed to 
accept to ship a thousand only 
and we = concurrently retained 
lawyers to stand witness that we 
had endeavoured by every pos- 
sible means to ship the most. 


To our consternation and sur- 
Prise we again heard from the 
Controller of Trade that even for 
shipment of 1,000 it was subject 
to his consideration whe'‘her to 
approve or to forbid shinment. 
If we could have been informed 
‘from the commencement in 
straight and explicit manner we 
would have been spared all] these 
disappointments. 


Now for the past two weeks 
our lawyars have been in con- 
stant touch with the Controller of 
Trade asking for a quicker “yes” 
or “no” instead of keeping us in! 
suspense indefinitely. Until to- 
day we have had no answer. 


Government _ officials = should 
realise that their salaries are sure 
things besides their liberal home 
leave allowances and pensions 
and one wonders if they do really 
have serious worries and if they 
do for a fraction of a moment at 
times consider the hard lot of the 
merchan’s of these days taxed 
with war taxations and other 
trade difficulties and to stand the 
gross inefficiency and abuses of 
intolerable delays to applications 
for trade permi's. 


As a newspaper you will under- 
stand that your own existence 
depends upon the ability of mer- 
chants to provide funds on adver-

Such a type cf muscle now is con. 
sidered useless in) our moders 
stream-lined athletic programme 
with the exception of such sports 
as wrestling and even here t. 
amateurs prefer a lighter type of 
muscle. 


. Cave-Men Out Of Date 


Roughly speaking, from oa lay- 
man's point of view there are two 
types of muscle the long and 
stringy muscles and the heavy 
bunchy type, Since modern athle- 
tics have abandcened the old idea 
of brute strength and introduced 
rhythm, co-ordination and speed, 
the 20th century athlete is built 
more a'ohg the long lean ane 
Umber lines rather than the stocky 
cave-man breed of the past. 

, The reason for this change is 
that the heavy type of musele is 
slow and awkward, A comparison 
might be an ox representing the 
heavy muscle and a fox typifying 
the stringy type. The assault on 
the records in every branch of 
sport during the last twenty years 
should prove to any doubting in- 
dividual that this new theory is 
correct, The main reason that the 


heavy muscle is slower is because | 


the human body is made up of 
layers of muscles. Therefore if the 
outer layers have to cross gre. 
masses of bulging muscles in their 
action, the resistance is | much 
greater than that created by lone 
stringy, flat muscles, However, 
one should not get the idea that 
the 20th Century athlete is a pale 
hollow chested specimen, — the 
emphasis is now no longer on 
great bulging biceps. 


Moderation In Training 


Many narrow minded critics arc 
prone to be-little the values of 
track and field sports. To begin 
with, one must remember that any 
recreation or business in modera- 
tion in not harmful but when it 
becomes a mania then it is lo be 
laid aside, Many follss fail to 
remember this and then when

to the extent of inflicting bodily 
injuries.

Sir, My trade connections here 
had contracted with their clients 
at Macao to deliver 30,000 gunny 
bags sale being contingent upon: 
Funnies beyond their con- j 
rol. 


Accordingly I was asked fa 
effect arrangements for the des- 
patch and I learnt that the Con- 
troller of Trade would grant per- 
mits after the consideration 
favourably . of recommendations 


from H.B, Majesty's Consul there.|" 


This entailed the expenditure 
of the time and money a' Macao 
to convince the consul that the 
bags were for the legitimate use 
of Macao trade and not for un- 
friendly hands or transhipment to 
Peeps. The consul. how- 
ever, reduced the quantit 
30,000 to 10,000 nd leuyed oe 
sular Recommendation, 


We approached the Controller 
of Trade and he told us only then 
that the maximum quantity 
allowed = per month was not to 
exceed a thousand bags. We felt 
ourselves severely taxed by the 
curtailment from 30,000 to 10,000 
and from 10,000 to a mere 1,000. 
However, in order to prove to 
Macao clients that. we were 
our best we agreed to 
accept to ship a thousand only 
and we concurrently — retained 
lawyers to stand witness that we 
had endeavoured by every pog- 
sible means to ship the most. 


To our consternation and sur- 
prise we ogain heard from the 
Controller of Trade that even for 
shipment of 1,000 it was subject 
to his consideration whe'her to 
approve or to forbid shipment. 
If we could have been tnformed 
from the commencement in 
straight and explicit manner we 
would have been spared all these 
disappointments. 


Now for the past two weeks 
our lawyars have been in con- 
stant touch with the Controller of 
Trade asking for a quicker “yes” 
or “no” instead of keeping us in 
suspense indefinitely. 
day we have had no answer. 


Government officials should 
realise that their salaries are sure 
things besides their liberal home 
leave allowances and pensions 
and one wonders te they do really; 
have serious worries and if they 
do for a fraction of a moment at 
times consider the hard lot of the 
merchants of these days taxed, 
with war taxations and other] 
trade difficulties and to s‘and the, 
gross inefficiency and abuses of 
intolerable delays to applicutions 
for trade permits. 


As a newspaper you will under- 
stand that your own exislence 
depends upon the ability of mer- 
chants to provide funds on adver- 
tisements which is the means of 
maintaining a newspaper and 
that if merchants mee’ failures 
your paper will also suffer and 
“hence it will be our common lot 
to take up a public protest to re- 
quest His Excellency the Governor 
to give closer attention to certain 
Departments of the Gcvernment 
which in my opinion need some 
extra reshuffling.

‘the human body. For centuries sculptors, poets and 
painters alike have praised the fie physiques of 
track and field athletes.. The ancient Greeks con- 
sidered imperfect physical development a disgrace, _ 


consequently even the youths sought to develop a 
beautiful and well proportioned body. In addition 
each individual aspired to excel in speed, endurance 
and courage. Hence it was only natural for these 
aspiring champions to turn to track and field sports 
as the media through which these qualities were to 


be developed. 

Whether the Greeks realised it |1icn. Reaction tests have many 
or not they were using modern {times proven this by showing that 
science in their selection of }people who are regular partici- 
physiques, For centuries, since the pants in athletics have a faster 
fall of Greece, too much stress has 
been laid on heavy large bunchy 
muscles in the realm of sport. 
Such a type of muscle now is con- 
sidered useless) in our 9 modera 
stream-lined athletic programme, 
with the exception of such sports 
as wrestling and even here t! 
amateurs prefer a fighter type of 
muscle, 


Cave-Men Out Of Date 


Roughly speaking, from a lay- 
man's point of view there are two 
types of muscle--the Jong and 
stringy muscles and the heavy 
bunchy type. Since modern athle- 
ties have abandcned the old idea 
of brute strength and introduced 
rhythin, co-ordination and = speed, 
the 20th century athlete is built 
more a'ong the long, Jean and 
limber lines rather than the stocky 
cave-man breed of the past. 

The reason for this change is 
that the heavy type of muscle is 
slow and awkward, A comparison 
might be un ox representing the 
heavy musele and a fox typifying 
the stringy type. The assault on 
the records in every branch of 
sport during the last twenty years 
should prove to any doubting in- 
dividual that this new theory is 
correct, The main reason that the | 
heavy muscle is slower is because 
the human body is made up of} 
layers of muscles. Therefore !f the 
outef layers have to cross great 
masses of bulging muscles in their 
action, the resistance is much 
greater than that created by long, 
stringy, flat miusc’es, However, 
one sshould. not get the idea that 
the 20th Century athlete is a pale 
hollow chested specimen; the 
emphasis is now no longer on 
great bulging biceps. 


Moderation in‘ Training 


Many narrow minded critics are 
prone to be-little the values of 
track and field sports. To begin 
with, one*must-remember that any 
recreation or business in modera- 
tion in not harmful but when it 
becomes _a mania then it is to be 
Isid aside, Many folks fail to 
remember this and then when 
some aging. runner or jumper 
develops heart trouble or some 
other such ai’ment they nod their 
heads and say, “What did I tell 
you?” = ‘Training in any sport 
should be taken seriously but not 
to the extent of inflicting bodily 
injuries. 

Training improves the nervous 
and muscular control so that co- 
ordination of the mind and body 
approaches ‘the’ ‘ultimate perfec-
